He had law, too, and 
bis subjects obeyed them much more 
thoroughly than the so-called respec- 
table world obeys its code. 

Those who stood in his way nad | 
been eliminatefi via the pistol or 
sawed-off shotgun route, accounting 
for not a few of the 110 murders in 
gaNhgland during the last three years. 
Everything was running smoothly and 
Torrio became wealthy beyond the 
Greams of avarice.

The United States and the defen- 
dant had their day in court, held 
Judge Neterer. 

“The question of fact was distinctly 
put in issue and directly determined 
by «a competent court having juris- 
diction.” The court, after timely 
deliberation, said: 

“Il am, therefore, the 
that the petitioner Re succeeded in 
establishing beyond ail reasonable 
doubt that he is a ‘free white per- 
son’ within the meaning of the nat- 
uralization act.” 

Finally, in upholding .the lower 
court’s decision, Judge Neterer said: 
“The defendant obtained his status 
legally; he did not do or procure em 
illegal act, nor did the court commit 
a wrongful act. It was exercising law- 
ful jurisdiction.” 


LABOR DEPARTMENT 
SURPRISED AT DECISION 
| WASHINGTON, Nov. 1. (#)—Nat- 


uralization officials of the Labor De- 
partment tonight c terized as 
“very surprising” the decision by the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals at San Francisco upholding the 
admission to American citizenship of 
Sakharam Ganesh Pandit, Hindu at- 
torney of Los Angeles. 

They said it was the first of about 
fifty cases of the kind ever to reach 
@ court of appeals and that the deci- 
sion was the first to reverse 
United States Supreme Court ruling 
in 1923 in the case of Bhagat Thind, 
a Hindu, which held that Hindus are 
not sdmissable as citizens. 
| 


In the decision the Supreme 
declared that under Section 2169 of 
the revised statutes, naturalization 
laws applied only to free whites, 
aliens of African nativity and per- 
sons of African gescent. The Depart- 
ment of Justice, it was said, insti- 
tuted between forty and sixty sults 
following the decision for the pur- 
pose of having the naturalization 
laws conform with thet section of 
the revised statutes. About fifteen of 
these cases stil are pending in the 
courts. 

Raymond F. Crist, Commissioner 
of Naturalization, said the next move 
in the Pandit case will be up to the 
Department of Justice. The latter 
probably will appeal the case to the 
Supreme Court.

In mid-November cities including 
Akron, Birmingham, Columbus, Dal- 
les, Dayton, Denver, Hartford, ‘Hous- 
ton, Andianapolis, Montreal, Newark, 
Portland, Richmond and Scranton 
will start drives for $500,000 to §950,- 
000 each. Smaller cities raising from 
$100, to €500,000 each include Al- 
bany, Aurora, Auburn, Bay City, 
Bridgeport, Brockton, Chattanooga, 
Des Moines, Erie, Galveston, Holyoke, 
Vernon, Nashville, New Bedford, Ok- 
lahoma City, Omaha, Tacoma and 
Worcester. 

Only five large cities, New York, 
Chicago, Boston, Pittsburgh and 
Washington remain outside the Com- 
munity Chest plan at present. The 
simultuneous campeigns this 
mark the first step toward establish- 
ment of a “national chest week.”

Here 
he had many personal encounters 
that gave him «@ reputation among 
the troops as a two-fisted and two- 
gunfighter. He held the rank of 
colonel in the American forces. 
In Hawaii he was adjutant of the 
National Guard and side to the Gov- 
ernor. He is a Russian baron and 
was an officer earlier in his career. 
During the training period at Camp 
Freemont during the war Johnson 
wes an associate of Col. Green, 
recently head of prohibition enforce- 
ment for Northern California, then

DISHONESTY INCREASES 

On, it is the desire on the part 
of individuals td reise their standards 
of living that signals the existence 
of this malady. Im this cycle, the 
tendency has been accentuated by the 
easiness of credit through the tnstall- 
ment plan. People not entitied on 
on the basis of their income to buy 
luxuries are impelled to do so by the 
standard set by their neighbors. The 
result is refiected in several forms, 
one of which ts illustrated by a re- 
cent report from the American Surety 
Company. 

This company, in a survey for the 
first nine months of the year, reports 
an increase of 59 per cent in the 
amount of, net claims tncurred in 
fidelity bonds guaranteeing the hon- 
esty of employees. In explanation, 
the company says: 

“Suggestions are frequently made 
to us that such embezzliements and 
defaications are brought @bout by a 
desire to live up to false standards of 
one’s friends or neighbors or to par- 
ticipate in various forms of riotous 
living. A study of the motives be- 
hind many crimes of this sort leads 
us to believe that these two causes 
are very often evident.” 

As bearish barometers, for specu- 
lation and business these tendencies 
may not carry much weight now, but 
they have all the earmarks of poten- 
tial growth to that position of su- 
thority.

By new constructive ef- 
forts the evils of the Loop, protably the 
most dangerously congested traffic center 
in the country, are being overcome. 
Streets have been widened at tremendous 
cost that should be a lesson to Los Ange- 
les and other rapidly growing cities, and

active in many other ways. The railroad 
and industrial interests have acceded to 
the plan for the straightening of the Chi- 
cago River. Large tracts of filled-in land 
along the Jake front to provide a park five 
miles in length not far from the business 
center will be an ettractive feature. A 
great new union railroad station has been 
built, with wide streets leading to it, so 
that the traveler arriving in Chicago no 
longer will be subjected to inconvenience 
end confusion. 

Chicago's slogan, “I will!” has been more 
than a mere brag. It has been an inspira- 
tion productive of big results and it will 
produce more and more of such results in 
the near future.

If the war along the Yangtze River 
continues much longer American manufac. 
turers will Lave to exercise their ingenuity 
in obtaining a substitute for tung oil. 
What is cng ofl? It is a fixed of] pro- 
duced from the seeds of the tung tree, 
found only in China and is used in the 
making of paints and varnishes, floor cov- 
erings and roofing throughout this country. 
The normal value of this import to the 
Pacific Coast was about $12,000,000 a year 
before the Yangtze battling began, but it 
has fallen off 50 per cent. There is ro- 
Mance in tung oil, and there is tragecy to 
thousands in China because of the embar- 
go upon it. 

Marco Polo is said to have discovered 
the tung oil industry five centuries ago. 
He reported that human bileod helped pay 
for every cask of the ofl produced by the 
patient Chingse. Today the method of pro- | 
duction has not changed except that the 
trafl down the Yangtze ‘is even more 
bloody, as the junks must run the gaunt- 
let of showers of machine-gun bullets, 
cannon fire, mines and torpedoes. And so 
the tung-oil movement to the waiting for- 
eign steamers is much hampered, and thou-’ 
sands of Chinese who have been depend- 
ing upon the returns from the nut harvest 
are out of employment and face starva- 
tion. 

The fact that they are used ‘to starvation 
in China and that the peasantry meet it 
with stoical fortitude does not help the sit- 
uation for the tung-oi] producers nor for 
the American paint-makers who would like 
to know when the dove of peace will perch 
upon the dragon's noge.
